owners of ihe Carson & Colorado railroad, 
is quoted at Sac Francisco as saying tbat 
bis company \ull at this time build bnt 
fifty miles of roa'l, or jnst enough to make 
connection w.th Ihe proposed extension 
tbat the Union Pacific has in baud from 
Frisco, Utah, in a southwestern direction 
into southern California.
